~~ Man Our Ships inf Case of a War, 

Rear-Admiral Blue Says. 

[BY A NIGHT WIRE TO THE THES.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The 
number of officers now in the navy is 
not sufficient to man all the fighting 
ships in the event of a war with a 
foreign power, is the declaration made 
in the annual report of Rear-Admira!

McReynolds Starts Suit in 
U. S, District Court. 


Names San Francisco and Los 
Angeles Concerns. 


Bill Charges Conspiracy in 
Restraint of Trade.

BALTIMORE (Md.) Nov. 39.— 
Sulit was filed here today in the United 
States District Court to dissolve the 
American Can Company, the so-called 
tin trust. which the Department of 
Justice alleges controls a large per- 
centage of business of the United 
States in tin cana, containers and 
packages of tin. 

in addition to the American Can 
Company and the American Sheet and 
Tin Plate Company, the Sanitary Can 
Company, the Missouri! Can Company, 
Martin Wagner Company. Boston 
Wharf Company, Max Ams Machine 
Company, Freeman Duncan Transfer 
and Realty Company, and the 
Hawalian Pineapple Company, Lim- 
ited, are concerns nanied as defend-

Gen. McReynolds asked in the bill for 
a dissolution other thah on a pro rata 
basis by applying fot @ separation into 
units of different ownership, to in- 
sure the restoration of competition. 

The government's bill declares that 

the alleged conspiracy and combina- 
tion In restraint of tfyfie was entered 
into in 1901. J. Hob Moore, Dan- 
jel G. Reid, Fred Wheeler, Henry 
w. 
teorge G@. McMurty are named as 
active in its formation. The American 
Can Company, the principal defend- 
ant, was incorporated in New Jersey 
with a capital of $88,000,000, and’ 
within a few months, the government 
charges, obtained control of about 
100 can manufacturing plants which 
formerly had been independent. 

The government hopes to prove that 
for some time after organization, the 
American Can Company controlled 
about 85 per cent. of the trade. While 
that quantity is admitted to have 
diminished, it is said now to be close 
to 50 per cent., and the American 
company is declared to be the domi- 
nating factor fn the business. In 
agreements made with the Amertcan 
company by the concerns it absorbed, 
they were not to engage in tin can 
manufacture within a radius of 3000 
miles of Chicago for fifteen years sub- 
sequent to their acquisition. 

The government alleges that the 
combination has at times increased 
the price of eans and that its 4omina- 
tion of the market is so absolute that 
such independents as have come into 
being have been forced to follow its 
prices. 

It has compelled customers, the 
government charges, to make long- 
term contracts to purchase cans ex- 
clusively from it and used _ other 
methods of getting trade, familiar to 
such combinations, 

Under the new rules of the court, 
the defendants must appear and an- 
swer within twenty davs after the 
service of the subpoenaes and bill of 
complaint. The documents will be Iis- 
sued next Monday. 

WHEELSR’S STATEMENT. 

A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—President 
Wheeler of the American Can Com- 

pany made the following statement 

“This company is not disturbed by 
the action of the government. Neither 
tin its origin nor in the conduct of 
its business has monopoly or restraint 
of trade been attempted. No ‘unfair 
competition’ has been resorted -—to. 
There have been no attempts or un- 
derstandings as to pricea. 

“The company will defend the suit 
vigorously and confidently, and ft is 
the belief of officers and counsel 
that no one interested tn the com- 
pany need feel any uneasiness as to 
the outcome.” 

The American Can Company, 
known in Wall street as a_i Reid- 
Moore concern, was organized under 
the laws of New Jersey as a con- 
solidation of several large factories 
in various parts of the country. Danie! 
G. Reid and W. H. Moore, who are 
interested In many othér corporations, 
including the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, were Its chief pramoters and 
Reid hecame chairman of its board 
of directors. 

The company was capitalized at 
$88,000,000, of which $82,466,600 is 
outstanding, equally divided between 
preferred and common stock. The 
preferred, which is a 7 per cent. 
cumvlative, did not for several years 
pay full dividends, but on January 1 
of this year the company paid off 
24 per cent. In back dividends, thus 
aceumulated, leaving only about 9 
per cent. still to be made wp. 
a funded debt of 314,900,000.’ 

Nearly forty factories are now 
owned by the company, located tn the 
United States and Canada, with-one 
in the Hawalian Islands.

cratic and Wilson policies. The spe- 
Clal session, originally called to re- 
Vise the tariff and subsequently 
charged with reform of the monetary 
system, has performed the first duty 
and half completed the second. 

On Monday, the House caucus em- 
bargo on legislation other than the 
tariff and currency and emergency 
measures, will be lifted. This will 
clear the way for the various com- 
mittees to get at their real work. 
Nearly 10,000 bills, general and pri- 
vate, have been introduced in the 
House during the special] session and 
the tremendous task of sifting them 
and giving constderation to those that 
are sane and worthy will be under- 
taken. 
THE TRUST QUESTION. 
Naturally, the trust question looms 
up in the programme as the thing to 
enlist special attention, following the 
tariff! and currency. The adminis- 
tration trust programme, in its en- 
tirety, however, is not likely to be 
presented to Congress at the begin- 
ning of the regular session. The 
President has not fully worked out 
his trust legislation policy. 

At the outset, he will ask for an 
appropriation to enable the Bureau 
of Corporations to make the exhaus- 
tive investigation of facts bearing on 
economy of production and with re- 
spect to the question of competition 
versus monopoly, which has been out- 
lined heretofore. The ultimate pro- 
gTfamme with respect to the trusts 
cannot be presented until the afore- 
said investigation is completed. In 
the meantime, however, the House 
will give attention to some phases of 
the problem upon which investiga- 
tions already held have thrown suffi- 
clent light. 

Whatever is done in the matter of 
starting trust legislation, it is prac- 
tically assured that early considera- 
tien will be given to a measure de- 
signed to prevent “interlocking direc- 
torates.” This is the most importanf 
feature of legislation bearing on the 
trust question which has recetved de- 
tailed attention prior to the launch- 
ing of the general trust programme. 

Other anti-trust bills already im 
preparation include a measure to 
prevent over-capitaliazation and the 
watering of stock, and one to divorce 
interstate railroads and steamship 
lines from industrial or producing 
corporations, 

The House Committee on Judiciary 
will begin: hearings early in Decem- 
ber on the bills mentioned and on 
other measures proposing amend- 
ments to the Sherman anti-trust act. 
The preliminaries to the administra- 
tion anti-trust programme began 
some time ago with a conference be- 
tween President Wilson and Senator 
Newlands of Nevada, chairman of the 
Interstate Commerce Committee. 

The Progressives of the House also 
have an anti-trust programme al) 
their own, of some considerable 
scope, which will be pushed for the 
third-party cause. 

Of the investigating activities of 
Congress in the months just ahead, 
all that can be said as‘ yet ig that 
our omnipresent friend, High Cost of 
Living, to receive marked atten- 
tion. 

Bight phould not be lost of the fact 
that ti coming meeting of Congtess 
will be .mmediately preliminary to 
the Congressional elections of 1914, 
As a result there will be an effort by 
all parties to manufacture campaign 
material and the strategic work con- 
nected therewith its bound to form 
one of the most interesting features 
of the regular “long session.” 

While the Senate is working under 
forced draught to put the new cur- 
rency law on the books, the House 
will have plenty to occupy it in con- 
nection with annual appropriation 
bills. The committees having these 
bills in eharge already have made 
large progress, so that the House will 
be able to take them up in rapid suc- 
cession, and the pregent plan is to 
have all except the emergency meas- 
ures out of the way a8 soon as pos- 
sible, so as to clear the decks for gen- 
eral constructive legislation. 


SEAMAN’S BILL. 

Probably early in the session a bit- 
ter and perhaps sensational fight is 
due in the House over the LaFollette 
seaman’s bill. This measure, which 
went through the Senate some weeks 
ago, has aroused tremendous oppo- 
sition on the part of the marine in- 
terests. The bill will pass in some 
form, but there are grave fears on 
the part of those who support its 
radical provisions that some of the 
teeth will be cut out of it. 

RURAL CREDITS. 

Rural credits will be to the fore 
at some stage of the session.

A BILLION IN DIAMONDS. 


United States Jewelry Bill for This 
Year Establishes a New High 
Record. 

[RY A P. NIGHT WIRE To THE TIMES. | 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29. —Milady's 
jewelry bill for 1913 wttt approxti- 
mate $57,000,000, according to statis- 
ties of jewelry importatiens 
lished by the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce. This is de. 
clared to be more than 30 per cent. 
establishe e fo 
$44,250,000 in 1906. 

The bureau declares that the value 
of all the diamonds in this country 
has reached the enormous sum of 
nearly $1,000,000,000. To this must 
be added the importations of other 
precious stones, the value of which 
is not estimated in the statistics. 

Cut diamonds showed the greatest 
gaina in recent years. For the first 
nine months of 1913 there were im- 
ported $23,500,000 in these gems, as 
against $18,000,000 last year. The 
total of all precious stones for the 
same period was $43,353,333, as 
against $32,250,000 last year. 

These figures are declared by the 
bureau to warrant the belief that this 
year’s importations will greatly ex- 
ceed those of former years.

And in California are 19,000 Turk- 
ish tobacco erowers ready and 
anxious to demonstrate by their work 
in the fields that they can produce 
Turkish tobacco cheaper than they 
can in the land of Mohammed.

Turkish tobacco requires little ir- 
rigation and the success of the crop 
depends on the thorough saturation 
of the soil at the time of planting, 
after which little water is used. But 
the plants must be persistently culti- 
vated. 

Six hundred pouncs of the cured 
product can be grown on an acre of 
ground. This yields $250 an acre. 

If the cost of cultivation were as 
high as $100 an acre, which it is not, 
there would still be a net profit saffi- 
cient to pay off the indebtedness on 
mortgaged land. With increased acre- 

e the cost of handling the crop can 
be reduced50 per. cent.

Judge Wellborn’s courtroom was 
filled to overflowing yesterday morn- 
ing. A large number were permitted 
to stand during the arguments. There 
seemed to be a well-nigh universal 
feeling of satisfaction that no receiver 
was appointed and that the new board 
is permitted to go ahead with its 
plans for rehabilitation. 
Former Judge Bordwell was added 
as counsel in the case, being indirect- 
ly associated with Attorneys O’Mel- 
veny, Millikin ind ‘Tuller. The 
Trinity M. Chur. South, was also 
represented by counsel, who opposed 
a receivership. The Los Angeles In- 
vestment Company made the original 
contract to build the magnificent in- 
stitutional church’ edifice at Ninth 
street and South Grand avenue.

HIEVES CUT 
THROUGH ROOF. 


EASILY SECURE VALUABLE LOOT 
FROM JEWELRY STORE. 


Clever Robbers Take Trays of 
Rings, Watches and Diamonds, 
Eluding Modern and Elaborate 
Devices in the Way of Burglar 
Traps and Alarms. 


Athletic roof thieves cut their way 
through the roof of the Delyss jew- 
elry store, No. 533 South Broadway, 
early yesterday morning, and pillaged 
the showcase of jeWelry valued at 
$6000. It was the most important 
downtown burglary in twelve months. 
Readily gaining the roof of the one- 
story building in which the store is 
locatell, the thieves sawed a hole 
two feet in diameter through the ceil- 
ing of the store.

PROPOSUD AMENDMENT. 
Followtng is the initiative measure 
to be submitted directly to the elec- 
tors: ‘ 

The people of the State of Cali- 
fornia do enact as follows: 

Article I of the Constitution of the 
State of California is hereby amended 
by adding thereto, two new sections, 
to be numbered respectively Section 
26 and Section 27, In the felleowing 
words: 

Section 26. The manufacture, the 
sale, the giving away, or the trans- 
portation from one point within the 
State to another point within the 
State, of intoxicating liquor, is prohib- 
ited. Any citizen of the State may, in 
his or her own name, maintain an 
action of injunction in the county 
where the violation occurs, to restrain 
such violation, provided, however. 
that to any criminal or civil prosecu- 
tion for violation of this prohibition, 
it shall be a defense if it be shown 
that the liquor In question was being 
manufactured, used, sold, given away, 
or transported, for medicinal, scien- 
tific, mechahical or sacramental pur- 
poses. The manufacture, sale, giving, 
or transportation of such liquors for 
medicinal, scientific, mechanical, or 
sacramental purposes shall be regu- 
lated by law. Any person violating 
any provision of this section shall be 
fined for a first offense not less than 
$100, nor more than $1000, and for a 
second offense shall be fined not less 
than $200 nor more than $2590, and 
imprisoned in the County Jail not 
leas than thirty days, nor more than 
one year, provided, however, that ad- 
ditional penalties may be imposed by 
law, 

Section 27. The transportation into 
the State of intoxicating Mquor, un- 
less it be shown to be for medicinal. 
scientific, mechanical, of sacramental 
purposes, is prohibited, subject, how- 
ever, to the laws of the United States 
relating thereto. Any person violating 
any provision of this section shall be 
fined for a first offense not less than 
$100 nor more than $1000, and for a 
second offense shall be fined not lese 
than $200 nor more than $2500, and 
imprisoned in the County Jail not less 
than thirty days, nor more than one 
vear, provided, however, that addi- 
tional penaities may be tmposed by 
law.

AY BREAK UP 
QUEER TRYSTS. 


OTHERWISE LYMAN CASE IN- 
QUIRY IS NOT PROMISING. 


No Doubt About Queer Actions, 
but Federal Inspectors Unable to 
Prove Certain Conversations. 
Men Suspected of Attempts to 
“Fix” Known to Authorities. 


The account in The Times yester- 
day of a quiet investigation at the 
Federal Building in.relation to the 
conduct of a part of the jufy that for 
the past six weeks has been trying 
the issues ‘nvelved in the Dr. John 
Grant Lyman Case and the promo- 
tion and exploitation of the Panama 
Development Company, brought a 
chorus of disclaimers from those who 
know hothing about what the postof- 
fice inspectors have been doing the 
past two weeks. 

Inspector CC. E. Webster, who has 
had charge, and to whom the first in- 
formation was given by a witness in 
the case Who saw certain actions in 
the corridor of the Federal Building 
that formed the basis of the inquiry, 
said yesterday’that he fears nothing 
substantial will result; not that the 
reported acts were not suspicious to 
an amazing degree, but because it is 
impossible at this time to prove cer- 
tain conversations, without which ac- 
tion would be impossible. Inspector 
Webster confirmed the statement that 
a sharp inquiry has been under way. 

“The Times ie right in saying that 
an inquiry has been on in this case 
with a view of discovering whether 
any of the Lyman jurors have been 
improperly approached,” said Inapec- 
tor Charies 8S. Ranger. “The fact is 
this jury, from the fact of Dr. Ly- 
man's well-known proclivities to pur- 
chase freedom if possible, has been 
the subject of much concern on the 
part of the Federal officials, and It 
has given us much trouble.” 

Inspector Raymond Gray, in charge 
of the Lyman case on behalf of the 
Postoffice Department, said that when 
word was brought to him of certain 
oceurrences in the Federal Bullding a 
watch had been set on the jury. “T 
have in my desk eight or ten reports 
on that subject.” said Gray. “The in- 
vestigation has been in progress for 
some time, but it Is very hard to prove 
matters of this kind.” 

The situation, in short, appears to 
be that two men who are known as 
close friends of Dr. Lyman were seen 
on more than one occasion having 
conversations with members of the 
jury; that a witness who recognized 
the parties moved over to where they 
were talking: that as soen as he ap- 
peared they got red in the face and 
acattered. ,This information was car- 
ried to the officials having the Lyman 
prosecution in charge, and a wateh 
was kept on the suspects. On at least 
one other occasion they were seen 
talkine Quietly together.

TOVEL METHOD 
_OF ASSESSING. 


MAYOR HEARS NEW PLAN TO FIX 
PROPERTY VALUES. 


City and County Officials Discuss 
Somers System as Substitute for 
Present Scheme of Finding Valua- 
tion—Unit Agreed Upon by Ex- 


To select a foot of frontage in the 
middie of a block and determine its 
value by expert calculation, later re- 
viewed by the public—this fs the basis 
for a new method of fixing property 
valuation, as explained to Mayor Rose 
in the presence of city and county tax 
Officials yesterday. 

The new method, which is said to 
have met with great success in many 
eastern cities, is known as the Somers 
system, and was explained at a con- 


ference in the Mayor’s office yester- 
day by Walter W. Pollock of Cleve- 
and, who its head of the organiza- 
tion that is spreading the system over 
many large cities. 

The plan is devised to do away with 
the present method of assessing prop- 
erty and to put on a scientific basis 
the assessment of every foot of prop- 
erty in the city and county. It is 
argued that the proposed method 
raises property valuation to a more 
uniform grade and _ thereby in- 
creases the assessed valuation and 
makes, possible the reduction in the 
tax rate. 

The Somerg plan involves the se- 
lection of a front foot of property 
in the center of a block. Experts 
agree upon what ts the actual as- 
sessable value of this foot of proper- 
ty. This arbitrary price is then sub- 
mitted to the general public for re- 
view. If the expert price is upheld, 
then the rest of the property in the 
block is assessed in proportion, grow- 
ing higher toward the corners and 
reaching its height at the most desir- 
able corner lot: on the other hand 
growing smaller from the key unit 
as it »yproaches the less valuable 
nroperty in the Block. 

The Assessor then takes the price 
of thts unit to the assessment. office 
where the value of the other property 
on the block is determined by a fixed | 
percentage table of figures. Instead 
of a great army of assessors going 
forth to assess property, and a great 
corpse of mathematicians calculating. 
the value of each Individual piece of 
property it is all done by the simple 
method of taking the unit for a basis 
and calculating the rest on a scientifi 
scale. 

As applied to assessment districts 
for improvements of various sorts, it 
is said: this method ts ideal, as it can 
be used in connection with property 
deriving the greatest benefit from an 
individual {mprovement as from a bit 
of property anywhere in the city. 

A conference of tax officials and ex- 
perts is expected to be held in the 
near future to consider the Somers 
method.

own citizens, so that an immigrant, poverty- 
stricken and very un-American, may yet be 
master of two or three tongues. The de-

A few years ago under the professional 
reformer’s nomenclature of a “zreat—awak- 
ening” the citizens of several parts of the 
United States allowed themselves to be de- 
luded by the belief that honest men went 
up and down the land proclaiming them- 
selves as better than other people. The 
biblical expose of the Pharisees was ig- 
nored and the counterfeiters of integrity 
had a vogue of being honored. 

Shank resigned his office Friday to es- 
cape impeachment*for not defending the 
property rights of citizens against the 
depredations of strikers. He had played to 
the galleries because he was not strong 
enough or courageous enough to uphold 
the equity and justice guaranteed by the 
national Constitution. He suspended po- 
licemen for riding on street cars to pro- 
tect passengers against the assaults of 
strikers; he encouraged brutal and mur 
derous attacks against innocent persons by 
giving over the control of Indianapolis to 
bands of malcontents who openly repudi- 
ated law and order, and in resigning ad- 
mitted that he was too weak to control the 
situation. 

A short time after taking office he re- 
vealed himself as one of the myopic econo- 
mists and pettifogging politicians who 
hover, like moths, near the spotlight to 
win the plaudits. When the potato dealers 
of Indianapolis—the men who pay the taxes 
from which he drew his salary and who as- 
sist in keeping the city treasury full—were 
squeezed by high prices and found the mar- 
ket so short that they could not buy and 
sell potatoes at the usual rate, Mayor Shank 
went into the potato’ business, competed 
against the business men of his city and 
bought and sold potatoes at cost. He had 
no business establishment to maintain: he 
had no heavy tax to pay-—-he only wanted 
to win the popularity that brings political 
preferment and was selfish enough to un- 
dersell the merchants of his own city. 

When the recent strike started at Indian- 
apolis, Shank tried to settle it with plati- | 
tudes. He preached to the employers and 
petted the strikers; he refused to safeguard 
the property of taxpayers and whined about 
“economic injustice” and the ultimate so- 
lution which would bring the greatest good 
to the greatest number. Like others of his 
ilk, he crumbled in the crisis and stepped 
out of office just as impeachment proceed- 
ings were ready to be filed against him. 

The examples of Sulzer and Shank 
have presented salutary lessons to the 
American public, and if it has not learned 
those lessons thoroughly it has only itself 
to blame. Let it be remembered that in 
politics, as in real life, honest men do not 
have to parade their honesty; conscien- 
tious men do not have to keep harping on 
the fact that they always do what they 
think is right—such tricks are reserved for 
rogues, demagogues, hypocrites, Etoopi- 
ouses and others who find it convenient to 
don the robes of piety to hide the frailties 
of the impostor. 


OT ISOLATED. 

A Boston newspaper says editorially: 
“There is a keen recognition in Los An- 
geles and in California of the fact that the 
Panama Canal will be valuable to city and 
State only to the degree that city and State 
may be able to make use of it as a means 
of promoting their industries. Los An- 
geles and California must build up an ex- 
port trade, a much greater export trade 
than they have now, if they are going to 
reap fully the benefits that should come 
to Americah commerce through the in- 
auguration of this new trade route. Com- 
mercially, California will be lifted out of 
isolation by the Panama Canal. There is 
no question as to what part she can play 
in the world’s commerce if she be pre- 
pared to meet the industrial demands that 
will be made upon her.” 

The city of Log Angeles will be prepared 
to meet the conditions which the comple- 
tion of the Panama Canal will create. She 
has factories and furnaces and foundries, 
where can be made everything from a hair- 
pin to an iron front for a building. Ex- 
port trade? We can, with the products of 
Southern California fields, and orchards, 
and manufactories, and oil wells, load 
more steamers in a day than depart from 
Boston in two days. There will be no day 
in the year in which a ship bound to or 
from Los Angeles will not be passing 
through the canal. : 

The canal will not “lift us out of isola- « 
tion;” for with 590,000 people and an -in- 
crease of about 2000 per week, and sev-. 
eral billions of dollars in our banks, and 
four lines of transcontinental railroads ter- 
minating here, and the brightest, bravest 
biggest and most widely circulated news- 
paper west of\the Mississippi River (that's 
The Times) published here, we have no 
“isolation” to speak of. 


IX WOMEN FARMERS.

Like everything 
else, banking is a trade or profession, and 
has to be learned by study and experience.

HALLS AND TOWERS. 

Forming the central structure are 
the “Carrie M. Jones Memorial Halls,” 
for the building of which Mrs. Jones 
bequeathed $50,000. These will house 
the arts illustrative of the primitive 
culture of man in the Southwest. At 
the southeast corner rises the “Tor- 
rance Tower,” forty-five feet high, so 
called in honor of J. C. Torrance, 
who contributed $15,000 for its con- 
struction. On the opposite corner is 
the novel “Caracol Tower,” forty-five 
feet square and 125 feet tall, which 
is ascended by way of a hollow spiral 
cement staircase rising through the 
center and giving access to the vari- 
ous floors. Architecturally this tower 
and staircase are unique, the special 
idea and design of Dr. Charles F. 
Lummis, founder emeritus of the 
museum and Southwest Society. 

ese two towers will give room for 
the housing of the “Munk_Library of 
Arizoniana,”’ the sections of natural 
history, oology, conchology and his- 
torical matter relative to the Spanish 
occupation. The founder claims that 
from these towers one has “the most 
beautiful outlook of any public build- 
ing in America,” a statement difficult 
to dispute, as there is presented the

Built of cement throughout, conform- 
Ing to the class-A type perfectly, its 
massive foundation walls are three 
feet thick and extend downward some 
forty feet to solid-rock base. The 
side walls and interior partitions also 
are of cement, as are all steps and. 
the winding stairway of the “Caracol 
Tower.” 

Perfect illumination—the most 
\de@il ever devised for a museum any- 
where—is secured by the “barrel 
vault system,” each hall being sur- 
mounted by a dome, buarrel-shaped, 
of fireproof glass, light from which 
throws into full display objects in 
cases to a height of some seven feet 
without shadows or any kind of de- 
tracting reflections. With these ceil- 
ing of “fire glas#’ and a structure 
practically devoid of any wood in its 
construction heirlooms and treasures 
will be as safe as if locked within a 
bank’s fron vaults, and at the same 
time be of interest and instructive 
value to the public. 

Another excellent innovation is the 
proposed conversion of the patio, 
which will be formed by the side 
halls when completed, into an open- 
air theater.

COLLEGE GIRLS FLEE FIRE. 

Though Interrupted at Their Morn- 

ing Toilets They Keep Cool Pnough 
to Prevent Serious Loss. 

A quickly-spreading fire at one of 
the University of Southern Califor- 
nia’s dormitories at McClintock ave- 
nue and Thirty-fourth street at & 
o'clock yesterday morning set the 
young women inmates, who were just 
arising, scampering for more clothes 
and safety. 

The fire was caused by the explo- 
sion of an airtight heater in one of 
the second-story rooms. The build- 
ing. which is owned by Mrs. R. A. 
Beal of Burbank, was damaged to 
the extent @f several hundred dollars. 
Mrs. Beal had no insurance. Mrs. 
Harvey Trowbridge, chief matron of 
all the women’s dormitories, and Mrs. 
A. A. Graves, in charge of the burned 
building, say the fire would have been 
more serious and the building pos- 
sibly Consumed had it not been for 
the presence of mind of Miss Eudora 
Stegner and Miss Alfreta Long. 

These giris closed all the doors and 
windows promptly, preventing a draft 
and consequent spreading of the 
flames to the other rooms. - In the 
meantime two other girls, stopping 
only long enough to put on kimonos, 
dashed to the fire station at McClin- 
tock and Jefferson street, one block 
away, and notified the department. 
Only a few minutes were required 
after the firemen arrived to extinguish. 
the blaze. 

None of the girls was injured and 
only one, Miss Ivy Grant of Hanford, 
lost any personal effects. Miss 
Grant’s loss’ is covered by the in- 
surance carried by the university on 
the furnfshings of the building.

Foss of Massachusetts has now 
given his attention to prison reform 
and says that “out of 27,000 sentenced 
each year to Massachusetts jails and 
prisons, approximately 10,000 are not 
for any crime whatever, but only for 
poverty. This happens,” he continued, 
“because the law has permitted judges 
to throw into jail persons who are 
too poor to pay small fines.” The 
Governor urges that every man sent 
to jail should be given an opportunity 
to make money for the support of his 
dependent family.

J. Edward Addicks, whose various 
attempts to capture a United States 
Senatorship from Delaware have made 
him famous, now threatens to make 
another campaign, to see if he can 
secure the coveted prize by a popular 
vote. As he is 72 years old, he prob- 
ably believes that it is now or never. 


The city of New Haven, Ct, has evi- 
dently solved the question of what 
to do with the city’s garbage. A 
municipal piggery takes care of a 
large portion of the city’s garbage, and 
from the report submitted to Mayor 
Rice for the ten months ending No- 
vember 1, it seems that $11,003 worth 
of pork was sold to local slaughter- 
houses, and that there are ‘still 1540 
pigs on hand. Last year, for the 
same period, the receipts were $8000. 


Julius Caesar Burrows, former 
United States Senator from Michigan, 
says the trend of events makes him

The mob outside 4 courthouse 
who knew nothing of the law, might 
overturn the decision of a learned 
judge. This is an extreme view, of 
course, but it would be possible.”

The capture of Kathryn Kidder for 
vaudeville was no small feather in 
the cap of the Orpheum circuit.

The surprising part of it is that 
these people are still young today. 
Julia Marlowe, Viola Allen, 
Adams, Kathryn Kidder, all of them, 
went through a training which must 
have been the rea] Fountain of Youth 
for which Ponce de Leon sought so 
long and so vainly. 

They did not play Eva in “Uncle 
Tom's Cabin” and Titania in “A Mid- 
summer Night's Dream” for nothing. 
To them * ‘Diplomacy” and “The Mid- 
dieman” were all alike. They sank 
their personalities in the parts they 
were called on to play, and apparently 
time stood still in the interim and 
blessed them. 

Today one cannot help but think of 
Kathryn Kidder as an old-timer. Yet 
she is apparently as young as Marie 
} Doro, Charlotte Walker or Katherine 
Kaeired and others of the mushroom 
variety of stars who were set in the 
firmament over night. 

GIFTED WITH IDEAS. 


Kathryn Kidder today is very dear 
to the hearts of the “regular” theater- 
goer. She knows to act: it was 
thoroughly drilled into her by such 
hard-task masters as old Daly, who 
probably turned out more real stars 
than any other one man’ who ever 
lived. But Daly seldom took hold of 
anyone who did not have real talent 
to start with, and when they did be- 
come stars they twinkled forth with 
a brilllancy and permanency which is 
not the order of things nowadays. 

) Miss Kidder proved to be more than 
a mere star, though. Gifted with 
ideas, she was really ahead of her 
time, for in the old days the woman 
producer was not known. 

Yet it remained for Miss Kidder to 
capture one of the great dramatic sen- 
sations of the day and bring it to 
this country. It was “Mme. Sans 
Gene,” and Miss Kidder brought it to 
this country and played it here long 
before it became one of the starring 
vehicles of Mme. Modjeska. 

Even Rejane had not yet produced 
it in Paris, and for a mere woman 
to have made so bold a bid for pub- 
lic favor was startling indeed. Since 
then the role of the famous washer- 
woman duchess of the reign of Na- 
poleon has been the stepping stone to 
success of many noted stage women, 
including Ada Rehan afd Ellen Terry, 
but it was Miss Kidder who created 
the role and through all these years 
has loved the unique character better 
than any part which she ever played. 

DUCHESS IN VAUDEVILLE. 
That its why, now that she has been 
captured by the Orpheum circult, she 
reverts to the washerwoman duchess 
for her inspiration, and brings to Los 
Angeles tomorrow her famous tabloid 
version of Victorian Sardou's great 
play. 

» It is not a segment of the play, 
understand, but a condensation of the 
original drama, telling the story from 
start to finish.

It wasn't until after Martin Beck 
had shown her the contracts for 
FHanche Walsh, Sdrah Bernhardt and 
other stars that Miss Kidder was made 
to realize that vaudeville nowadays is 
quite the legitimate place wherein a 
“legit” star may shine.

THE ENGLISH REGALIA. 


Countrw aa the 
Family in Europe and the Oldest 
Coat of Arms and Monarchy. 
[Christian Science Monitor:] In 
the course of a lecture delivered in 
Aldersgate recently on “The English 
Regalia,” Maj. Cyril Devonport said 
that Great Britain had the oldest 
royal family in Europe, the oldest 
monarchy and the oldest coat of arms 
and ought to have the oldest regalia. 

The present regalia, however, only 
dated from the sixteenth century, 
and this was due to the fact that 
during the protectorship of Cromwell 
the old regalia was broken up, the 
gold melted and everything sold. 
Very many beautiful objects were 
thus destroyed, including the crown 
of King Alfred, which would have 
been worth an enormous sum of 
money if it were in existence now. 

Proceeding, Maj. Devonport went 
on to relate that at the restoration 
Sir Robert Vyner, the King’s gold- 
smith, afterward Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don, was commissioned to remake 
the regalia as far as possible of the 
old pattern, which was taken from 
various coins of the realm, the great 
Seal and from prints, pictures and il- 
lustrations. 

James II had a new crown and 
Scepter made, but the most important 
alterations and additions were made 
in the-time of William and Mary, who 
were joint severeigns with equal 
power,

of its product. It is quite enough to 
know that he has followed the aims 
of dramatic construction with con- 
summate skill and that by his process 
he has unified the essentials of a 
good story into the solidity of a brief 
presentation. 


While his hero, Andrew Cutler, is 
a phamphieteer, the Cutler philosophy 
is introduced only far enough to es- 
tablish his character. His radical and 
interesting ideas never become an in- 
trusion to the extent of labeling the 
play as a preachment. Neither does 
it clutter it with ideas that it would 
be uncomfortable to consider or ac- 
cept. 

To the main text that a drama 
devoted to some temporary problem 
has no chance for permanence and 
is never art, Jones has stuck with 
commendable tenacity. He has fol- 
lowed well his own advice of never 
choosing for a theme a burning ques- 
tion of the hour unless he wished 
merely for a success that will burn 
out in an hour. Certainly, only per- 
manent themes and universal types 
can hope to be sustained. Contro- 
versies come and go. At least they 
are only argumentative, traveling in 
an ineffectual circle. Fundamentals 
alone remain and, while Jones has 
taken a dip into the unrest of eco- 
nomics and women, he has done it 
with a laughing recognition of the 
fact that after all these are but ques- 
tions of individual integrity and that 
a little contentment and  unselfish- 
ness is about the most and best that 
humanity can hope for. Cutler, for 
instance, is a very necessary man to 
society because he produces nothing. 
He has the leisure to think and there- 
fol acts like a balance wheel. So- 
ciety ignores him and could not ex- 
ist without him. As far as Butler 
is concerned, the Divine gift is a self-

Five of the characters in the play 


have parts of nearly equal importance 
and the other three are important. 
Each will require the work of a fin- 
ished artist with the possible excep- 
tion of the butler. All of their ac- 
tion is brought to the Cutler residence. 


This leaves most of it to dialogue and 


inference. The characters come. to 
Cutler with their troubles. These 
difficulties are related and discussed 
with many smart incisions, but seeing 
them in a natural light requires abun- 
dant imagination. They are told in a 
manner that does not slight emotion, 
especially where the principles to 
these affairs are brought face to face. 
A young carpet manufacturer and 
his wife have a stupid yet exciting 
tiff over next to nothing and decide 
to be divorced. The woman comes 
to Cutler with her story and gives 
a vivid recital of the row. A few 
minutes later her husband appears 
and tells the same story in an in- 
terestingly different manner. Cutler 
asks both of them manv searching 
questions, but insists that they shall 
answer themselves and not him. He 
does not want to know what they will 
do under certain circumstances, but 
he wants them to know. He does 
not try to learn the details of their 
past, but he wishes them to remem- 
ber every step on the way. 

His is a sly method for making a 
man face the issues of his life and 
of making him realize that a change 
of environment does not mean an 
alteration of character and that you

humor—a strain of fun and gaiety 
that runs like a silver thread through 
so many of her books. Mark Twain 
could not bear Jane Austen's books; 
Disraeli said he had read her “Pride 
‘and .Prejudice” seventeen times: 
Tennyson adored her; the people of 
her own time did not appreciate her, 
and it was not until 52 years after 
her death that her biography was 
written. 

The story is told of the old verger 
at Winchester Cathedral, where Jane 
Austen is buried, who privately asked 
a party of Americans who were ask- 
ing for her tomb, “Was there any- 
thing very particular about this lady 
that so many people ask for her 
tomb?” 

“Some people have sufficient style 
to describe so simple a thing as the 
picking up of a pin in a perfectly 
fascinating manner,’ observed Mrs. 
Clark. “Jane Austen had this rare 
gift of expression.” Since 1880 no 
less than ten important editions of 
her books have been published—truly 
a tardy recognition of her genius 
when we recall that “Pride and Prej- 
udice” was thirteen long years in 
finding a publisher; that the manu- 
script of another of her books was 
first sold for ten pounds and that, all 
told, her earnings from her writings 
amounted to but 700 pounds. The 
scenes of all her stories are laid in 
the Hampshire region. She por- 
trayed the life of the middle class 
people of southern England as they

Mannheim’s versatility as a painter 
is well known to all art lovers. In 
the present showing of canvases his 
delightful openness to many and va- 
rious impressions is accented anew. 
There are portraits; figure studies, 
landscapes and marines, all painted 
with that happy sureness of touch, 
that joy in the manipulation of paint, 
that gallant daring so characteristic 
of the Mannheim of later years. 
Without qa doubt this painter has 
“found himself.” 

Not long ago there was a discus- 
aion, in one of our local papers, on 
“how to paint the soul.” One of the 
younger painters of Los Angeles 
thought it could be done, and even 


declared that she was striving to/ 


portray it in her pictures. Nay, she 
thought she had already found it and 
pictured it. The jury of selection for

man. Wisely, he lets the soul take 
care of itself, 

‘\ picture must be beautiful. It 
may represent cabbages or roses, a 
carnage or a carnival, a palace or a 
hovel—but it must never represent 
them in a cheap or ugly manner, and 


here, I take it, is where the soul. 


comes in, but it is the soul of the 
painter, not the soul of the picture. 

Mannheim, at any rate, never eg- 
says to peint the soul. He has too 
good a time of it painting the won- 
derful materia] things he finds all 
around him. Being an admirable 
technician, he has no need to resort 
to blatant trickeries to be noticed. He 
has learned from long experience the 
limitations of the painter's craft, and 


he keeps within his “little plot of 


ground.” He does not attempt to 
rival, in paint, the effects that belong 
to sculpture or music. And he 
doesn’t dissect the nervous system 
with his brush. A true Impression- 
ist, he revels in the present, without 
yearnings toward Futurism—whose 
revels are too much akin to mad- 
ness. 

In the present exhibition, then, you 
will come upon several admirable por- 
traits that are not lacking in “soul” 
merely because their material aspects 
have been so wonderfully rendered, 
The sitters have character. Their 
surroundings are lovely in light and 
shade and in color, and all the textiles, 
silks, satins, laces and reps, are so 
skilfully presented that the beauties 
peculiar to each are a delight to the 
eye. This is art, whatever the cubist 
may tell you. This is what the pic- 
tures were primarily painted for. If 
you find more in a picture than this, 
so much the better for you-——but this 
you have the right to look for every 
time. 

The technical] difficulties in paint- 
ing a picture like “Portrait of Mrs. 
Orr” must have been enormous, yet 
how triumphantly Mannheim has met 
and conquered them all—and with 
what apparent ease! This ease is also 
art, one side of it, and an important 
one. Mrs. Orr, in a white satin 
gown, is seated in the firelight, which 
casts gorgeous reflections on the gown. 
If you look closely at the canvas you 
will marvel how all that rainbow color 
can still leave the gown white. The 
wonder grows when you study the 
bare arms of the sitter. They are 
painted with pure vermilion, yet they 
are unmistakably the soft white arms 
of a beautiful Caucasian, not an In- 
dian. This, again, is art. 

Nois, too, the exquisite grays in 
“Mimosa,” the portrait of a young 
woman in a low-necked gown which 
leaves exposed the rounded bosom and 
arms. She wears a trailing yellow 
shawl, soft and silken, and is leaning 
forward as she picks a spray of mi- 
mosa more vividly yellow than the 
shawl. The background is white, but

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through it and through all the rest 
of the charming picture we find Mann- 
heim's grays. Yet, the picture is not 
cold in effect— it is, indeed, pleasantly 
Warm. Art once more.

Note how surely the 
planes of color are rendered.

Pencillings by Lyon. ll 

Two months ago I had occasion to 

speak of the pencil sketches, touched 
here and there with color, which 
Duane Evans Lyon was exhibiting in 
the public library at Hollywood. Ten 
of those shown there, together with 
ten hitherto not exhibited, are now 
on the walis of a little room in the 
Ebell Club, where they will remain 
to December 27. 
Lyon's first’ exhibition of little 
sketches from Sean Pedro harbor, from 
the missions, and from our local 
Chinatown, was an interesting one, yet 
the present showing is even more in- 
teresting. The young artist is surer 
of himself, and therefore he tells us 
more in a simpler way. His delicate 
technique adapts iteelf charmingly to 
a decorative treatment of his themes. 
Hence, the most successful of the 
drawings are purely decorative. 

Lyon places his spot or spots of 
color with an almost unerring feel- 
ing for effect. He leans toward the 
too Httle rather than the téo much, 
but this fault, if it be a fault, is on 
the side of virtue; for it argues an ad- 
mirable restraint. 

The young impressionist has found 
pictorial possibilities in even the busi- 
ness streets of Los Angeles. “From 
an Office Window” (the office tn ques- 
tion is at Third street and Broad- 
way) has decided beauty of line and 
color, and this is true of “Courtyard 
of an Old Hotel,” also seen near Third 
and Broadway. 

A sort of classic simplicity and dig- 
nity may be noted in “South Wail, 
Mission San Gabriel,” while “The Old 
Plaza” shows us a building, among 
trees, that is as suggestive and love- 
ly as a Japanese temple. Finely sim- 
ple, too, is “The Convent,” a sketch 
from Hollywood, and interesting is 
the impression of southwest museum 
under construction. “The Pool” gives 
us Hotel Green and an inverted pic- 
ture of its massive side and towers, 

In “October” a decorative scheme 
of great simplicity and effectiveness 
has been followed. A tree with yel- 
low leaves on long branches is ail- 
houetted against a brown hill flatly 
painted. “Study of Trees, Santa Ani- 
ta Canyon,” is also unusually good as 
a decoration, slender water maples 
seen against a light green hill and 
a sky of palest biue, the tints laid in 
with a water-color brush,

During the past ten years there 
has been a general exodus of good f 
class families from this type of house

class of property. The reasons for 
the exodus are numerous, the princi- 
pal ones being: 

(1.) Large underground kitchens 
and other offices in which servants 
will not live, and which cost so much 
in labor, lighting and. heating to 
keep up. 

The advent of the car and mo- 
tor omnibus, which now run along 
practically every main road to the 
suburbs. 

(3.) The increase of stores and the 
decline of the neighborhood owing to 
the subletting of tenements. 

(4.) The alteration of the system 
of family lUfe in favor of flats and 
autos in place of comfortable man- 
sions. 

(5.) The falling-in of leases and the 
erection of factories on the sites of 
big houses and gardens. 

(6.) The enormous extension of the 
suburbs towards the country.

INCREASES NEGRO TROOPS. 


France Adds Thirty Thousand Men 

to Its African Army to Be Governed 

by a Special Bureau.

ALGIERS, Nov. 8.—By January, 
1914, 30,000 more black troops will 
be added to the French African army, 
bringing the number of “soldats in- 
dignees” (native troops) to 200,000.

Whereas, man’s physique is no longer 
as important as it was—for modern 
inventions haye replaced mere muscle 
—the woman’s body is always impor- 
tant, since she is the bearer of the 
coming race. 

“That nature herself recognizes the 
Greater value of woman is proved by! 
the fact hat during the siege of Paris, 


or starving, nearly all the 
born were boys. So, you see, nature 
only makes girls of good material, 
whereas, she will make boys of any- 
thing. 

“Again,” continued Dr. Schofield 
bravely, while affecting to ignore the 
scowls of the male section of his au- 
dience, “if you come to consider the 
points which distinguish the human ' 
species from the beasts, you will find 
that women possess these to an ex- 
tent more marked than meri. 

‘For instance, a woman's ear is 
more human than a man’s, and so is 
her lower jaw as well as her skin.

LONDON WOMAN SUGGESTS PLAN 
TO FIGHT MOVIES.

Believes People Would Patronize 
Institution Producing the Most 
Classical Dramas if They Are 
Properly Presented and Points to 
Success of Similar Idea in Italy. 


[Special Correspondence of The Times.] 
LONDON, Nov. 15.—Great irterest 
has been aroused in Kngland in theat- 
rical and playgoing circles by a pro- 
posal of Miss Rosina Fillipi for the 
foundation of a people's .theater in 
every big city, with seats priced at 
6, 8 and 12 cents. 

“The thing can be done quite 
easily,” she declares, “not wnly in 
England and the United States, but 
all over the world. It is the only 
thing that will save dramatic art 
from the ever-growing competition 
of the ‘movies.’ — And I do not ad- 
vocate a one-night stand theater, nor 
a toy theater, but a large theater 
with all necessary equipment, at 
which ocompetent, educated com- 
panies would play Shaw, Ibsen, Bar- 
rie, Strindberg (the best of him. at 
least,). D’'Annunzio, the Spanish, Rus- 
sian, German, French and. Dutch 
dramatists of the highest rank, with 
Shakespeare, Sheridan, Goldsmith, 
Gilbert Murray's Greek tranSlations, 
and the modern fashionable drama- 
“Signor Umano, to whom Italy owes 
her first people’s theater and the 
world an inspiring object-lesson, is a 
great Socialist reformer and worker 
in Milan, one of the chief industrial 
centers of Italy. Fifteen years ago 
the thought ‘came to him that the 
workers were at a disadvantage in an 
educational sense, despite the com- 
pulsory elementary education: There 
Was a gap between the elementary 
school and the working life, and as 
things were, the people were the 
handicapped. Of course, in a sense, 
the opportunity was theirs to bridge 
the gap. 

“And Signor Umano has now 
bridged it for them by founding his 
reat people's theater in Milan, which 
as been made by him and his col- 
leagues a splendid success. It holds 
2300 people. Wherever you like to 
sit—stalls, boxes, circle, anywhere 
you prefer—the price is & cents. You 
can see equally well from any part. 
There is no seat which is less good 
than another, none which is uncom- 
fortable, none from which you can- 
not see. The Town Council of Milan 
gives a subsidy of $7000 a year, and 
a rich Milanese business man gen- 
erously gives a subsidy if there is a 
deficit. The success has been enor- 
mous from the outset. 

“One ‘episode of the theater's ca- 
reer lets in a flood of light upon the 
assertion that the people will only 
support the frivolous in art. Signor 
Umano and his co-directors anted 
on a certain occasion to give some of 
the old Greek plays really well, and 
they invited the students from Padua 
to come over and play the Greek 
tragedies, comedies and farces. Hon- 
estiy believing that the usual! patrons 
would not care for this fare, .n1 not 
wishing to lose money, they raised the 
prices from one to six lire (ab>ut 20 
cents to $1.20.) When the rich peo- 
ple of Milan went to book thelr seats 
they found to their surprise that the 
workmen and their wives had taken 
every seat. 

“About 150 to 200 performances a 
year are given in this great “hwater 
It is open every saint's day—and feasts 
are numerous in Italy—and on Sun- 
days and at certain other times. Its 
success is all the more surprising 
when one considers that it is only 
open for about half the number of 
performances that would be given in 
London or any great towns. All 
kinds of plays are given—poetical, 
realist, modern, classical, by Nor- 
wegian, German, Spanish,  bDr'tish, 
Russian. and, of course, Italian au- 
thors. The favorite, the one which 
never fails to fill the house, the one 
which is always resorted ww if there 
are signs of a deficit, is—'Canlida.’ 
Draw your own deductions.” 


A FORTUNE IN MENHADEN. 

Over a Billion Fish Caught on 

United States Coast Brings Pros- 

perity to Many.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22. — More 
than 1,000,000,000 menhaden were 
caught off the coasts of New Jersey, 
New York, Delaware, Virginia and 
North Carolina in 1912, the United 
States Bureau of Fisheries reported 
Wednesday in reciting the prosperity 
that attended the business of catch- 
ing the fish and transforming them 
into, ofl and guano. The season was 
one of the most successful of the last 
half-century. 

The eil derived from the fish, ac- 
cording to the bureau's figures, to- 
taled more than 6,500,000 gallons, 
while 90,000 tons of fertilizer were 
produced. Forty-eight factories and 
150 vessels engaged in the business.

NOT NECESSARILY AN EVIL.

ONDON, Nov. 15.—Doctors and 
philanthropists in London just 
now are busy discussing tn Con- 
gress the question, “is a low virth rate 
a good thing?” They do not seem “to 
be quite so sure about the answer as 
Mr. Roosevelt, or the German Em- 
peror, or the best minds in the French 
republic, for many of.them frankly 
State a low birth rate is not neces- 
sarily an evil. And they say this even 
When they are confronted with the 
fact that the birth rate per thousand 
of the population in England and 
Wales has fallen from an average of 
35.3 for the four years 1876-80 to 26.7 
for the four years, 1906-10. Within 
the same period the marriage rate has 
neither risen nor fallen. 
The ground they assume on the 
question is largely sociological and 
utilitarian. Thus they argue that 
the only birth rate which is of any 
use is that of babies who survive to 
the age at which they can become 
parents themselves. A high birth 
rate among the feeble-minded and 
epileptic is only disastrous to all con- 
cerned. They have no patience with 
the contention that a high birth rate 
and a high death rate have “selective 
value” and serve eugenics by preserv- 


ing the fit. Natural selection, they 
point out, either kills or spares: un- 


natural selection, by overcrowding and 


the slum, \kills and spoils. They have, 
however, Wppointed a private com- 
mission of\ inquiry into the matter.

Meanwhile {Maria Redring, the 
sociologist, claims that doctors and 
philanthropists have really nothing 
te do with problen—that it is 
first and a Woman's question. 


She declares: “The increasing iesire 
for pleasure may have-.some small ef- 
fect, some slight influence, but it is 
very far from being the reason for 
derreasing families. To make such a 
statement is to libel modern woman- 
hood, 

“In the old obedient days gir!s were 
taught as part of their religion that 
they must acept their lot as daugh- 
ters of Eve, and bear the yoke of sub- 
jection at least from the day of their 
marriage, if not from babyhood, With 
the endurance that is perhaps the 
sex’s most conspicuous equality they 
took up the burden of motherhood 
as a matter of course.

remedies for all sorts of sufferings. 
It is too easy to fancy that disease 
is the normal portion ,of humanity, 
and that health, a rare gift, should 
not be jeopardized. And so. they 
shrink from motherhood through an 
ill-balanced misunderstanding of the 
most primitive facts of life. 

“The sight of so many pale. over- 
burdened mothers in our streets acts 
as yet another deterrent. The lot 
of the working woman with a family 
in England is so obviously a crushing 
one. ‘I want to live, not to drag 
out a weary existence which ig noth- 
ing but a struggle against over- 
the young 
wife. She has aspirations. It ts not 
a desire for pleasure, but for a more 
gracious ideal of daily life which 
turns her from such motherhood as 
that which she too commonly sees. 

“A single man-has generally a bet- 
ter chance in life than a married one. 
A single woman is far better off than 
a married one if she is capable of 
earning her living; that Is, unless she 
contrives to marry a man tn good or 
secure circumstances, Yet young men 
and maidens do marry, after all, and 
it should be recognized by  pubfic 
opinion that young couples run great 
risks in founding a family nowadays. 
They have rarely any security for 
the future, and wages do not increase 
automatically when there are more 
mouths to feed. Communal life, such 
as is suggested in garden city or vil- 
lage groups, and in some town-plan- 
ning schemes, together with co-opera. 
tion in the daily affairs of life wil 
go far to ease the loneliness of which 
so many newly-wedded wives com- 
plain. It is also possible that the lot 
of the overburdened mother living 
on a small income will be lightened

political impropriety in the meantime. 
This is, however, by no means im- 
probable—one simply aches to be po- 
litically indiscreet in Russia. Also, we 
have just left London, which oozes 
rampant politics at every pore, and 
where every one from the Buttons to 
the Prime Minister, the scullery maid 
to the duchess, has definite and vol- 
canic views on the political situation. 

Well, darling, it is still October, ac- 
cording to the Russian calendar, and 
that fact alone gives one an unnatural 
feeling that the world has got twisted 
round in the journey over. The Prin- 
cess was a darling and sent a special 
courter over to fetch us, otherwise 
heaven alone knows what disasters 
would have been ours. One crosses 
from Folkestone to Flushing first—e 
horrid choppy little sea journey that 


displaces one’s entire anatomy and | 


concentrates more horrors into one 
day than the Atlantic voyage gave us 
in five. No, we ‘were not seasick— 
nothing, positively nothing, could 
ever make us seasick now. Not since 
pretty little Lady Plelding told us a 
story of some provincial parvenus who 


“gave away their: whole impossible | 


breeding. my dear; by actually being 
seasick crossing the channel! Thank 
heaven, people of.our class are never 
seasick!" That w at a party which 
the Van K.'’s gave-at the Ritz last 
week. The mater-and I exchanged 
glances and shuddered. Just suppos- 
ing the Russian courier should catch 
us in such a plebelan faux pas! So we 
accepted the channe] chops with smil- 
ing unconcern and established our 
bre ting in that respect, at all events.

After dinner every one must thank 
the hostess gracefully, all the men, in- 
cluding her husband and  0»brotherfs, 
kissing her hand geliautir, and the 
children, when present, drop the 
daintiest curtsey with their pretty, 
“Merci, Maman.” he back of the 
hand is kissed, except by intimates. 
Thus, Prince Nicholas took the Prin- 
cess’s hand and kissed the palm with 
lohasmnine devotion. The hand must be 
offered in a special way—and if the 
we bet is to become usual in America 


s for ragging at the country club. 
But, oh, cherie, we keep shockingly 
late hours, St. Petersburg only lives at 
night. We dine soon after 7, drink tea 
till 11 (we have tea all the time in 
every kind of way—with cream, with 
lemon, au naturel, with rum, and, 
ghastly thought, with a spoonful of 
jam)-——-then some one suggests that 
we all go over to the Aquarium. We 
arrive at this harmiess-sounding place 
about midnight, and find a most pi- 
quant performance in full swing. It 
was on the cafe-chantant idea, which. 
they tell us, is the most usual here, 
and we eat an immense supper at 1 
a.m., the while we watch an ultra 
risque vaudeville performance, most- 
ly.in French, which no really nice 
debutante should be allowed to see. 
The Princess had suggested. that 


the dear mater, recalling the harm- 


ingly assured her that all American 
debutantes go regularly to vaude- 
ville. Even now she is not seriously 
concerned for—well, darling, my 
French is better than hers. 

French is spoken here as much as 
Ruestan, but all the Russian nobies 
speak four or five languages perfectly. 
They speak English to us most of the 
time, for our French is decidedly 
groggy, and they go through tortu- 
ous moments to understand ue with- 
out making us feel fools. There are 
only four distinct classes im Ruesia, 
with very definite class distinctions: 
the nobles, the merchants, the priests 
and the peasantry, or working class. 
The nobles are all very cultured, with 
exquitie manners, fine intellects and 
are so well informed upon the world's 
affairs. But they are preposterously 
lazy, and, while most of the gov- 
ernmental and civil service positions 
are in their hands, they probably work 
less diligently and for shorter hours 
than any other nation. 

The merchants are cordially de- 
spised, poor vulgar’ creatures con- 
demned to trade. Very, very rarely a 
noble has married a merchant's 
daughter for mercenary reasons, but 
such marriages are regarded as grace- 


rying one’s housemaild. 

Of course, we gathered all this 
from the talk last night over that 
endless tea, as well as much amusing 
information about the hotels, at which 
we might have had to stay had we not 
been visiting friends. St. Petersburgh 
is so very cosmopolitan that {it is dif- 
ficult to find anywhere anything es- 
sentially Russian, and the hotels in 
particular are all foreign, such aa the 


Europa, the Astoria, the Angleterre, 
the France and the Paris, at all of 
which even the porters speak four 
or five languages. But their chief 
characteristic of some appears to be 
bugs—the worst possible kind of bugs 
—and they solemnly assured us that 
we should meet these terrihle vermin 
all over Russia In palace and hovel 
alike.

SCIENCE PROGRESS. 


Life Artificially Produced. 
[Chicago Inter-Ocean:] One of the 
greatest triumphs of science has 
come to light with the publication 
of a book which establishes as a fact 
the heretofore disputed theory that 
animal life can be developed without 
the agency of the male sex. 

The book, written by Dr. Jacques 
Loeb, is an elaborate treatise on the 
experiments conducted by himself and 
a colleague, Dr. Bancroft, in which 
they raised fully developed frogs 
from unfertilized eggs. Dr. Loeb is 
head of the department of experi- 
mental biology at the Rockefeller In- 
stitute for Medical Research in New 
York City. That the discovery is con- 
tradictory to previous knowledge is 
outlined in the preface of the publi- 
cation, which says in part: 
“Since physiologists who are not fa- 
miliar with the Hterature often state 
that artificial creation of the young 
without the intervention of the male 
element does not lead to the produc- 
tion of larvae capable of development, 
it might be well to point out that 
such statements are contrary to fact. 
The scientist Delarge has raised two 
parphenoganetic larvae of the sea 
urchin, during sixteen months.” 
The experiments, briefly, consisted 
of taking the unfertilized egg of a 
rog, pricking through its surface 
yer and injecting a tiny drop of 
frog's blood. The eggs lived and de- 
veloped, subsequently turning into 
tadpoles and eventually into fully de- 
veloped frogs. In the case of the ex- 
periments with sea urchin and star- 
fish eggs, chemical treatments and 
salt sea water solutions were neces- 
sary. These treatments developed the 
fact that a membrane formed over the 
egg after which its developments ap- 
peared assured. | 
Glucose sugar, carbon, diomide and 
oxygen were some of the necessary in- 
gredients. In the experiments with 
the frogs, Dr. Loeb found that the 
product of thelr endeavors possessed 
its sex gland, and even contained eggs. 


Ultra-Violet-Ray Marvels. 

{Saturday Evening Post:] Scarcely 
a day passes now without some new 
marvel accomplished by ultra-violet 
rays—invisible light. If a room were 
flooded with ultra-violet rays taken 
from sunlight, and all the other rays 
of the sun were shut out, that room 
would, to our eyes, appear to be in 
darkness. Yet, most of the blame 
for fading of colors and similiar gun- 
light effects is now placed on the in- 
visible light which filled that room, 
and the carpet of that room would be 
just as likely to fade as if it were 
left out in the sun, day after day. 

A glass is now being perfected that 
will shut out ultra-violet rays with- 
out excluding the other elements of 
sunlight, with the idea of using the 
glass on museum cases 80 as to pre- 
vent the fading of exhibits. It might 
even effect a revolution in the historic 
New England parlor, where the 
hshades are always pulled down to pre- 
vent the sunlight from fading the car- 
pet, excepting on the days when the 
minister is expected to call. 

It hag recently been suggested that 
by using this invisible light quick 
tests of the fading of colors might be 
made. The best textile makes now go 
to great extremes to test the fastness 
of colors. One English concern will 
not sell a pattern until a sample 
has made the trip from England to 
New Zealand and return, nailed on 
the mast of a ship. Another sends 
its samples for long tests in sunlight 
on one of the Western American 
deserts. Others nail samples on 
boards and leave them on the factory 
roof for months. Ultra-violet rays, 
artificially made, are proposed, with 
the idea of concentrating the fading

Mary Makes a Sudden Descent on 
London to Supervise the Arrange- 
ments in Buckingham Palace. 
[Special Correspondence of The Times. |] 
LONDON, Nov. 15.—-Queen Mary 


made a sudden, dramatic, and quite 
unexpected descent on London the 
other day so that Her Majesty might 
supervise the arrangement of the new 
suites of apartments to be provided 
on the main front of Buckingham 
Palace for herself, the Prince of 
Wales, and Princess Mary, and give 
instructions for their furnishing and 
decoration. King George, however, 
prefers to retain his old apartments 
on the garden front of the palace that 


were used by the late King Edward 
during his reign, and his bedroom is 
that in which the late King died. 

Many improvements are to be intro- 
duced into the palace, including the 
installation of a new and greatly im- 
proved telephone service. The house- 
hold accounts in the future are also 
to be subjected to an annual audit 
by a firm of accountants. The first 
will be made early in the new year. 
These accounts have not been audited 
since the accession of the late King, 
when the existing method was com- 
pletely revised and put upon a busi- 
ness-like basis under the direction of 
Lord Farquhar. It was then decided 
to have the accounts properly audited 
every year; as a matter of fact, this 
has not vet been done, but, as a care- 
ful housewife, Queen Mary is now de- 
termined it shall be done regularly in 
the future.

- TOKIO, Nov. 18.—Absorbing in- 
terest attaches to the forthcoming 
session of the Japanese diet In De- 
cember. The year has been moment- 
ous politically on account of the 
trouble in China and the passage of 
the Allen Land-Tenure Bill in Cali- 
fornia. These questions are likely to 
be reflected in Parliament. Anti- 
American speeches by chauvinists are 
regarded as not unlikely. Consider- 
able uncertainty as to the direction 
internal politics will take lends addi- 
tional attraction to the sessions of the 
assembly. 

Japan's present government is con- 
servative, but the masses throughout 
Japan are exerting a greater power in 
political life and their representa- 
tives in Parliament will voice this 
tendency.~ The student class as evi- 
denced by the recent attack before 
the Foreign Office gates over the Chi- 
nese question is making itself heard. 
The universality of education and in- 
cidentally the growing influence- of 
of the Japanese woman are al! things 
which must be reckoned with in de- 
termining the political future of 
Japan. 

It is true that the conservative in- 
fluence of the Elder Statesmen and of 
what might be called the reaction- 
aries in general has steadily declined 
in change from an oligarchy to a 
constitutional monarchy. But there 
is an old Japanese proverb which 
says: “Consult—if only with your 
knees.” The Japanese is careful and 
conservative by nature. At all times 
he reflects, consults ahd weighs be- 
fore making any decision. This fun- 
damental trait in the Japanese char- 
acter, together with the predominat- 
ing reverence for the Emperor and 
love of country are likely to prevent 
any plunge into dangerous radical- 
ism, even if a new and more Ifberal 
Cabinet should come into power. 
There are today five different polit- 
ical parties or groupe in Japan. it 
is difficult to designate these groups 
as “Conservatives,” ‘Liberals’ or 
“Radicals,” as one would in the West, 
because of the absence of essential 
differences in their platforms. All 
are fundamentally devoted to the 
consummation of*true constitutional 
regime. The truth of the matte} 
seems that Japan's internal politics 
is undergoing a period of transition. 
In the case of politics it is from the 
oligarchical regime controlled by the 
Elder Statesmen, into true constitu- 
tional monarchy with party govern- 
ment. The new order of things is 
still in embryo. The political forces 
are there, ready to be molded into 
definite form. 

The most important group in the 
Diet is the Selyukai, which might be 
called the conservative party of 
Japan. It always takes a strong part 
in successive governments, and is be- 
hind the present Cabinet. The next 
in strength is the party founded by 
the late Prince Katsura, who be- 
lieved that the Japanese ideals of 
government could be best subserved 
by introducing a strong two-party 
system, representing the people and 
responsible to the Emperor. His 
party platform was vaguely dedi- 
cated to attaining a truer constitu- 
tional regime by advancing the wel- 
fare of the people, especially in edu- 
cation. Many people believe that 
Katsura’s death may mean the col- 
lapse of his two-party idea and his 
party, as it was essentially a personal 
movement. The remaining parties 
include more or less radical groups 
known as the Kokuminto,| and the 
Seivu Club, with the Independents 
voting at will. 
More and more it is becoming evi- 
dent, however, that the real political 
divisions in Japan are not these polit- 
ical groups, but Satsuma and Choshu. 
The men who built up the Japanese 
navy came from Satsuma province, 
and the creators of the army came 
from Choshu. These two great po 
litical forces are intensely active to- 


political groupings referred to above. 
Whatever may be the influence of 
‘the session of the Diet upon the life 
of the present ministry, it appears 
probable that careful conservatism 
will be the keynote of Japan's foreign 
policy for some time to come, and 
that Japan’s attitude toward the 
United States will be . based upon 
friendliness and co-operation. Above 
all, Japan seeks to expand her foreign 
commerce. To that goal, the opening 
of the Panama Canal she realizes is 
her great opportunity.

Irish Gaelic League Kefuses to Use 
Those Printed in the English Lan- 
guage.

DUBLIN, Nov. 15.—An excellent 
row has started in Ireland that may 
bring to the front the wholg ques- 
tion of an Irishman’s rights to his 
own industries and language. The 
people who have begun it are the 
Irish Gaelic Leaguers, and the potnt 


of attack is the postage stamp which 
the insurance commissioners declare 
must be used to pay the people's con-. 
tributions toward national insurance. 
Now the league has refused to stamp 
any contribution cards for employees 
in the head offices in Dublin because 
cards and stamps are not printed in 
Gaelic. 


This is in pursuance of a resolu- 


tion adopted nearly a year ago, when 
it made the comprehensive demand: 


“That every document, and every 


instruction, and every card, and every 
stamp, and everything else necessary 
that may be issued shall be in Irish 
as well ag in English.”

Accordingly they, sent a threaten- 


ing letter to the league, and because

TRIANGULAR ACTION. 
Co-respondent’s Appeal for New 


Trial Denied—First Case of Kind 

én Record Here. 

The District Court of Appeals yes- 
terday affirmed the decision of Sv- 
perior Court Judge George FE. Church, 
denying a new trial in the divorce 


action brought by Hazel M. Keating 
against Edward Keating and Vinnette 
Lohman, who figured as a co-respon- 
dent in the case. The triad! judge 
found that the allegation of the wife 
charging adultery between her hus- 
band and Vinette Lohman was true 
and granted her a divorce. 

On September 6 the co-respondent 
served notice of her Intention to move 
‘for a new trial on the ground that 
the verdict was not sustained by the 
evidence. On September 14, she se- 
cured an additional thirty days within 
which to prepare her statement on 
motion for a new trial, but to this 
the plaintiff did not consent. The 
statement was not prepared and on 
October 16 the co-respondent secured 
a second order of extension and to 
this the plaintiff did not consent. 

The court holds that the order 
made October 16 was vold for the 
reason that the power of the court 
was exhausted in making the first or- 
der. The court also says that the ap- 
pellant was clearly in default in falfl- 
ing to prepare and ferve her state- 
ment within the period” ending 
October 16. 

The case, originally tried in the lo- 
eal Superior Court, was appealed to 
the Supreme Court and by that body 
transferred to the District Court of 
Appeals. It is notable from the fact 
that it affords the spectacle of a co- 
respondent in a divorce case appeal- 
ing for a new trial. It is the first 
time within the memory of the oldest 
court attaches here that such a thing 
has been done. Under the decision, 
Mrs. Keating wins her divorce in spite 
of her husband and his alleged 
affinity.

Twenty Cars of Fruits to Re Dis- 


posed of to Agents of Eastern 

Buyers. 

The California fruit auction will 
hold its first sale tomorrow morning 


in the basement of the new Ifollings- 
worth building. About twenty cars of 
citrus fruits will be offered to agents 
representing eastern buyers. During 
December these sales will be held on 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridavs. 
and beginning in January they will be 
held daily. 

The citrus fruit auction is not new 
to Los Angeles, having been tried un- 
successfully on several previous oc- 
casions. At this time, howevy er, the 
men backing the idea are strong fi- 
nangially and influentially. They are 
renovating a down-town salesroom 
instead of making the sales on the 
market as has been the case hereto- 
fore. 

According to their assertions they 
have about 6600 eastern buyers lined 
up to do their buying at the auc- 
tion in Los Angeles instead of in New 
York or Chicago or other eustern 
cities as they do at the present time. 
The reason for past failures has been 
the lack of eastern co-operation. 

The growéra are al! in favor of 
}selling at the source’ of supply, par- 
ticularly since it obviates the neces- 
eity of a long wait for returns on 
their shipments. 
auction transaction receive a check 
for their goods on the day following 
the sale. The auction company has 
arranged a ten-day credit for the 
purchaser, allowing his fruit to ar- 
rive at destination and be distributed 
before actual exchange of money . 

There are from 10,000 to 15,000 
actual citrus producers in Southern 
California and they are all deeply 
interested im the outcome of the new 
attempt to make a local auction a 
real institution for the development 
of the industry.

One of the most difficult problems 
that confront the legitimate real es- 
tate dealers is the competition of the 
man who calls himself a broker, but 
whose operations are confined to 
fleecing the unwary and attempting 
to secure commissions on transac- 
tions originated by regular dealers. 
He generally is as ingenious as he is 
unscrupulous and for this reason has 
done more to discredit the real es- 
tate profession than any other one 
agency. People who have been 
swindled by the curb-stoner are liable 
‘to classify all real estate dealers un- 
‘der the same head and imagine that 
all brokers will take advantage of 
their clients when they. have the 
chance, 

In cities where there are active real 
estate exchanges the  curb-stone 
broker Is less active than where the 
regular dealers are not organized, but 
in some of the cities where the legiti- 
mate real estate men are working 
together the irresponsible broker still 
is a factor. The licensing system 
appears to be the most effective way 
of dealing with these so-called brok- 
ers, since few of them are able or 
willing to comply with the require- 
ments of a strictly enforced licena- 
ing law. —

tention to the elemental clause of 
safety of this clase of securities. 
There is no safer investment than 
a carefully chosen first mortgage or 
first mortgage bond on the highest 
class of improved, well-located, in- 
come-earning real estate in a 
city. But where the bond does not 
represent a first lien, or where the 
property is situated in remote dis- 
tricts of the city, or has only specula- 
tive, value, such investment should be’ 
purchased with the utmost care. ' 
It is perfectly true that one or twe 
companies selling debentures, based 
on real estate holdings, have had an 
excellent record and have maintained 
a high credit standing. This does not 
alter the fact. however. that such 
investments should be bought with 
caution. 

| The investor should satisfy h 

in any event that the property “err 
the bonds is modern, well-located, at- 
tractive to tenants, and suitable to its 
locality. The margin of safety above 
the total amount of bonds issued 
should be large. The title should be 
guaranteed. The neighborhood Pp 
which the property is located show 
show an upward trend in value — 
‘should have an excellent transporta- 
tion. Of course, the position of an 
investor holding a first lien againat 
the property is the most satisfactory 
position, and investors buying first 
mortgage bonds based on real estate 
should take care not merely that the 
lien is actually a first one, but that 
there are tangible ample values bee 
hind that lien. 

The best way to make sure of thig 
is to purchase one’s investments from 
a house of standing, integrity and ex- 
perience. The old investment adage 
is still true that one should first se- 
lect one’s banker and then select one’s 
bonds; in fact, the former is the more 
important.

RURAL HIGH SCHOOLS. 

Thé rural high schools of South- 
ern California are famous all over 
the country and are studied by schoo!

The building of these institutions ts 
done entirely by the people living in 
the district where the school is lo- 
cated and who derive the first benefit 
from it. A community of twenty-five 
persons or more can organize a gram- 
mar school district and erect a build- 
ing of their own design with the sanc- 
ion of the County Supervisors. Two 
or more such grammar schoo! districts 
may then organize what is known as 
a Union High School district, and 
vote bonds for the erection of a high 
school plant. The State provides the 
teachers necessary, upon the construc- 
tion of the building. 


THE GROUP PLAN 

The last word in high school con- 
struction is the “grouping of build- 
ings,” a plan of arrangement which 
practically originated in Southern 
California. Separate buildings, in 
which instruction of particular sub- 
jects is given, are erected: around a 
campus, exactly ag in the case of the 
State universities. For example, sci- 
ence building affords facilities for 1n- 
struction in physics, chemistry, bot- 
any and zoology, while a manual arts 
building is eguipped for instruction in 
w work, domestic,ecience and ap- 
plied arts. There is always an academic 
or. administration building, in which 
are taught dceademic subjects, such as 
modern languages and mathematics 
and Which houses the administra- 
tive offices of the school.

satisfaction to the growing population 
for many years to come. 

For approximately $60,000 a won- 
derful sewer system has been con- 
structed, which is a specimen of san- 
dtary engineering. The sewage of the 
town is carried through a network of 
pipes laid under the streets and al-. 
leys, to a large main conduit which 
leads three miles out of the heart of 
the town to the purifying tanks on a 
forty-acre sewer farm. In _ these 
tanks the sewage undergoes a chemi- 
cal change and is eventually purified 
So that it can be used for irrigation 
purposes. 

Over ten miles of th® best asphalt 
roadways have been laid by the mu- 
nicipality at a cost of about $180,- 
000. This in@Aludes the asphalt paving 
of several blocks of the main streets, 
from curb to curb, which gives Ful- 
lerton the appearance of a_  full- 
fledged city. These good roads rank 
in construction with the very best of 
their kind and promise to save the 
community many thousands of dollars 
annually, in wear and tear of vehicles 
and time saved in travel. 

For less than $70,000 a new brick 
zrammar school structure has been 
built and equipped, which has every 
modern feature. 

A beautiful four-acre site for a mu- 
nicipal park has been purchased at a 
cost of $4000, and $2500 has been 
spent in the purchase of two lots for 
a City Hall building. : 


RAPID GROWTH. 


This is the grand record of achieve- 
ment accomplished by the Fullerton 
people during the last year; and for 
all these improvements, together with 
numerous other conveniences which 
the town enjoys, the inhabitants pay a 
city tax rate of only $1.70 on the $100 
of assessed property valuation. 

The assessed valuation of the town

lerton, the city building inspector re- 
perts a more recent comparison of 
the building activity which even ex- 
ceeds the above. For the months of 
July and August, 1913, the increase 
in the valuation of new buildings 
erected, over the same months a year 
previous, was 450 per cent. 
, A QUESTION. 

“Where do the’ people of a small 
town like this get the. money to do 
these big things’? asked a Visitor just 
out from the East. 

The local resident, a man of af- 
fairs in Fullerton, looked at the 
stranger with a certain undisguised 
pride and appreciation of the encour- 
agine comment the visitor had 
coupled with his inquiry. 

“We are miners—up-to-date min- 
ers,” he returned. ““‘We get our mon- 
ey directly out of the earth, but not 
exactly in the same way that miners 
usually do. We dig a hole in the 
ground and after planting an orange 
tree, we reach+@p.and pick the gold 
off the b®anches of the trees. We 
plant a walnut tree and harvest hard 
coin in the nuts. We drill holes in 
our hills and go down deep in the 
ground to find a rich, black ofl which 
can be converted into gold if you un- 
derstand the converting process. 
That's how we get our money.” 

The district tmmediately sur- 
rounding the town of Fullerton is ope 
of the most productive horticultural 
communities in the South. The or- 
ange industry has, for years, brought 
fame to the local, special brands of 
fruit. packed ,here. It has been for 
the fruit grown here that the high- 
est price ever obtained in the New 
York market was paid. It is in this 
district that Charles C. Chapman, 
the undisputed “king of the Valencia 
orange industry,” resides and culti- 
vates his famous groves. 

Then there is in this district an 
extensive walnut Industry. Here are 
grown hundreds of acres of fine nuts 
which are shipped all over the con- 
tinent. This industry has returned 
large and @teady profits to the grow- 
ers for many Years and is one of the 
greatest commercial resources of the 
district. 

In the Coyote Hills, just north of 
Fullerton, several of the largest oil 
companies in America, including the 
Standard, Murphey, Amalgamated 
and Union, have been engaged for a 
number of vears in an effort to de- 
velop the oll known to be there. As 
a result, the Standard Oil Company 


struck a 2000-barrel per day gusher 
during the early part of the year and 
during November another well came 
in with a flow of 10,000 barrels. 

A number of the other companies 
have developed excellent pumping 
wells and so far all of the oil found 
in the Coyote Hills hds proven to be 
of very high grade. There are tet 
promising oil wells within the city 
limits of Fullerton. Several of these 
are producing. Judging from the lo- 
cation of all the producing wells and 
the results obtained In the “wild cat” 
wells, the indications are that the en- 
tire body of the Coyote Hills, an area 
of many thousand acres, is underlaid 
with the rich, black fluid. 

BIG BUSINESS. 


These are the natural commer- 
cial assets of the Fullerton district. 
Should one inquire as to how exten- 
sively these assets have been devel- 
oped and utilized let him note from 
the car windows of the Santa Fo 
Ratiroad as he passes through Fuller- 
ton, the number of orange, walnut 
and vegetable packing-houses; let 
him count the number of large ware- 
houses and storage places. These 
will indicate how much busigess is 
done. The visitor will not then be 
surprised to learn that Fullerton is 
the busiest station on the Santa Fe 
between Los Angeles and San Diego. 

Between January 1 end September 
31, 1913, thee local railroad station 
received $96,525.88 worth of freight 
business and forwarded shipmients on 
which $211,685.16 was paid 
transportation. There was also $42,- 
099.56 received from the sale of pas- 
senger tickets during the same time. 

For the past twenty years the Pla- 
centia Orange Growers’ Association 
has been operating at Fullerton. 
This is a co-operative organization of 
100 of the local ranchers which rep- 
resents a contrel of about 800 acres 
of orange land. Their shipments 
during 1913 amounted to 150 Ccar- 
loads. | 

The California Vegetable Union 
shipped 360 carloads of vegetables 
during the year and expects to in- 
crease this amount 100 cars during 
the coming year. This concern has a 
large well-equipped packing-house at 
Fullerton. 

The Duncan-Campbell Vegetable 
packing-houge also ships a quantity 
of the local vegetables. — 

The Fullerton Walnut Growers’ 
Association has a $10,000 packing- 
house with a capacity for packing 


two cars of nuts a day. Their output 
this year was thirty-five cars.

The Randolph and Fay citrus 
packing-houses ship a large amount 
of oranges from Fullerton. Both 
these concerns have packing-houses 
erected in the town, 

The Benchly Fruit Company has a 
$10,000 Walnut and orange packing- 
house with equipment ior packing 
one car of walnuts and three of or- 
anges per day. Their shipments this 
year totaled 350 cars. 

One of the largest shippers in Ful- 
lerton is the local branch of the 
Globe Mills. This company received 
100,000 sacks of grain during the 
year which wag all milled at their 
$25,000 plant in the town. The man- 


concern did a business of $250,000 
this year, which is an increase of 25 
per cent. over the year previous. 

A large increase in the business of 


the Fullerton postoffice is an addi- 
tional feature of the town’s rapid 
growth. The amount of business 


warrants a free city delivery by car- 
rier service, and it is expected the 
Washington authorities will soon 
grant this. There are several rural 
free delivery routes extending 
throughout the ranching district, 
which are under the supervision of 


this office. 
BANKING, 


The town is well provided with 
banking facilities, there being two 
national banks and one State insti- 
tution. 

The Fullerton First National, capi- 
talized at. $50,000, and with a $25,000 
reserve fund, has been in business 
since 1900. This bank has accumu- 
lated resources » to the amount of 
$578,000 and has deposits of $420,000. 
Indicating the growth of the institu- 
tiop {t_is interesting to note that the 
First ‘National has made a 20 per 
cent. increase in the number of its 
depositors during 1913. The bank is 
housed in a $30,000 brick structure 
owned by the institution. 

Operating in the same building 
with the First National and practi- 
cally under the same management, is 
the Fullerton Savings Bank, which is 
capitalized at $256,000, and has a sur- 
plus of $7000. It hag been  estab- 
lished since 1906 and new has de- 
posits amounting to $215,000, with 
total resources aggregating $268,000. 
In 1904 the Farmers’ and Mer- 
chants’ Bank was organized at Fuller- 
ton with capital of $25,000. It was 
nationalized in 1909. This bank now 
has a surplus of $12,000, having in- 
creased the number of its depositors 
30 per cent. during the past year. Its 
total resources are in the neighbor- 
hood of $450,000, 

On account of the increasing busi- 
ness of the Farmers’ and Merchants’ 
National Bank the directors will ex- 
pend $10,000 to enlarge its banking-. 
rooms. This will be done immediate- 
ly. New furniture, fixtures, vaults and 
safes will be added to make their 
equipment rival the highest standard 
of country banks. 

TOWN’S PUBLIC CONVENIENCES. 


Fullerton is located twenty-three 
miles southeast of Los Angeles, in 
Orange county, on the main lines of 
the Santa Fe Raliroad, running be- 
tween San Diego, San Bernardino and 
Los Angeles. The ordinary round- 
trip fare from Los Angeles is $1.49, 
but the company issues a twenty-five- 
ride family ticket for $5.95, thus mak- 
ing the single fare less than 25 
cents. Seven passenger trains, £g0- 
ing each way, pass through Fullerton 
daily, and this ig the first point from 
Los Angeles where all of them stop. 
The run is made in forty-five min- 
utes. Fullerton is a junction point 
of the lines running to San Diego and 
San Bernardino. The San Bernar- 
dino route is the main overland line 
of the Santa Fe. 

The population of the town is ap- 
proximately 3500. It was incorpo- 
rated as a sixth class city,January 22, 
1904, and is geographically the larg- 
est city in Ordnge county, having 
more than sixteen square miles in its 
area. 

The Southern California Edison 
Company furnishes the electricity. 
The domestic current is sold at 10 
cents. per kilowatt. This company 
also supplies the current for the 
street lighting system of the town. 
Fullerton has about four miles of 
her principal thoroughfares illu- 
minated at night, with 250-watt 
tungsten lamps sitvated every 300 
feet apart. 
A local gas company has the city 
streets piped and supplies the resi- 
dents at nominal rates. Fullerton is 
soon to be supplied with natural gas 


ing obtained from the Fullerton oll 
fields. 

Both the Home and Sunset tele- 
phone companies have their systems 
threading the totyn and ranching dis- 
trict.

“The Webb law, the most impor- 
tant of our national victories, makes 
it unlawful to carry liquor into pro- 
hibition States. If liquor is taken 
into such States it can be seized on 
station platforms or in wagons haul- 
ing it through the streets. The law, 
let me add, is working splendidly. 

“After going through Congress, 
and easily, the Webb bill went to 
President Taft for signature. It was 
vetoed and sent back. The veto gave 
us no concern whatever. Congress 
immediately passed the bill over the 
President's head—244 to 95 votes in 
the House and 63 to 21 votes in the 
Senate. Such was the atrength of 
the measure in Congress. 

“Old members of the Senate and 
the House will tell you that no lobby in 
their experience equaled the lobby 
which was sent here by distillers and 
brewers to beat the bill. Some of 
the ablest lawyers in the country were 
among the lobbyists. 

“The greatest of all our battles, 
however, is before us. We have the 
men to fight it and we are now en- 
gaged in filling our war chest.

No par- 
ticular appeal will be made to the 
drunkard to forsake his ways and 
few word pictures will be drawn of 
his ragged and shame-faced children 
and his broken-hearted wife.

SAYS TT IS BAD FOR LABOR. 


“The liquor people complain,” 1 
said, “that you are trying to destroy 
immense property interests.” 

“They are right. .Much property 
will be put out of the business for 
which it was intended. It can be 
used in part, at least, for other pur- 
poses. We claim that the manufac- 
ture of liquor is a destructive and 
not a constructive industry. The man 
who spends $100 at a saloon con- 
tributes, at most, but $1.60 to the 
working people directly engaged in 
making the liquor he drinks. I have 
the figures In detail to prove my state- 
ment. The liquor business, .s a man- 
ufacturing enterprise, is the very 
worst business in the country for 
labor. 

“The man who spends $100 for 
shoes, furniture, or clothing, on the 
other hand, contributes from $19 to 
$30 to the working people who make 
the shoes, clothing, or furniture he 
purchases. Aside from its effects

I am will- 
ing to admit that the consumption ,.of 
liquor tn the United States is inereds- 
ing, notwithstanding the fact that half 
of our pepulation are living in regions 
where liquor selling is prohibited. We 
know, however, that a great deal less 
liquor its consumed tin prohibition 
States than was the case formerly. 

“The only answer to make to the 
figures of the government is that 
liquor drinking is growing at the large 
centers of population, and diminish- 
ing in small cities, villages, and the 
rural sectons. I would also call your 
attention. to the undeniable fact that

“And some of the dry places,” I 
said, “are voting back the saloon.” 
“Now and then, yes. But you must 
not overlook the thousands of ‘dry’ 
places which refuse again to be ‘wet.’ 
Good people work at their own busit- 
ness and trades. They drive the sa- 
loons out and then fall to remember 
that eternal vigilance is the price of 
keeping, thern out. They get busy 
about their own affairs and the beer 
and whisky element steals a march on 
them. It was so in Springfield, O.—e 
where I was born—which is a fine, big, 
prosperous town. It voted ‘dry.’ 
“The commercial classes, however, 
thought that saloons helped business, 
That delusion is rather general tn the 
United States. It is promoted by the 
brewers and saloon keepers who are 
afraid that their own business will 
break down. But the commercial 
classes of Springfield—and I speak of 
that city because it is flustrative of 
certain important facts of a general 
nature-—-changed their mind. 
“Rusiness was better without the 
saloons than with them. More money 
was spent for clothing, food and furni- 
ture. Not only was that so, but many 
men got a new moral slant into their 
characters and actually paid their 
debts which had long since become 
barred by the statute of limitation. 
“But Springfield in the face in such 
events, went back. The good people, 
vou see, thought their victory won for 
all time to come. Then the liquor 
men colonized the town. They 
brought in 2000 voters from other 
places. And the saloon 
opened. When a ‘dry’ place goes 
‘wet’ there is usually a reason which 
reflects, not on the mental rectitude 


of the inhabitants, but on their watch- 
fulness and acumen.”

The Santa Fe has filed many loca- 
tions, and the Southern Pacific, the 
Kerchhofts, the Muscatine Oll Com- 
pany, George W. Perkins, and many 
other prominent oil companies and 
operators have located extensively in 
the Cuyama.

t year 1,818,249 British wage- 
ea rs got an aggrégate raise in 
wages of $678,400, according to the 
following | figures published by the 
British Board ‘of Frade, a govern- 
mental authority:

In round figures this weekly raise 
averaged about 35 cents per worker 
—a mere trifie in comparison with 
thé wage increases continually being 
granted in the United States. In 
1911, 916,366 workers in these trades‘ 
got an aggregate weekly raise of 
$168,179, or not quite 20 cents per 
worker per week. 

In the above table the figures for 
transport trades are exclusive of sea- 
men and railway servants, while 
those designated “other trades” do 
not include agricultural laborers. In 
the report, however, it {s shown that 
agricultural laborers were granted 
advances in wages (such as they 
were) in a considerable number of 
districts, amd that the average earn- 
ings of about 600,000 “railway ser- 


continued to rise while those 


of seamen maintained the higher 
rate granted in 1$11. Incgeased earn- 
ings also resulted ‘from the awards 
under the coal miners acte(mjnimum 
wage,) and from the minimum wage 
regulations under the trade boards’ 


A study of the fluctuating course 
of British wages for the past twenty 
years peveals three distinct periods 
of falling wages and three of rising 
wages, the aggregate result of the 
wage movement for the period 1893- 
1912, being a net gain to the workers 
of $2,272,656 per week, or assuming 
employment, $118,178,112 per 


These figures, although exclu- 


sive of the net advance to agricul- 
tural laborers, railway servants and 
seamen, are doubtless somewhat af- 
fected, if not considerably affected, 
by the recent growth in the numbers 
employed in the trades covered by 
the returns. Thus the real advance 
in wages per, worker has been con- 
siderably less than as _is shown by 
the figures quoted above. They also 
fail to take into account any changes 
in rates of wages which may have 
occurred in ungyganized trades.

Labor Unions Think They Afe Di- 
vinely Empowered to Rule the Em- 
ployer and Latter Must Submit, 
[San Francisco News Letter:] 
Echoing sentiments voiced ip these 
columns on different occasions, the 
Sacramento Union declares that 


“some method of settling labor 
putes more businesslike than strik 
must be found.” Secretary of Labor 
Wilson, in a speech before the labor 
congress in Seattle recently, is re- 
‘ported to have declared against ¢m- 
ployment bureaus sending strike- 
breakers to fill places left vacant by 
striking wurkmen. 

Whether or not Secretary Wilson 
actually made the statement, we have 
no present means of knowing. But 
conceding that he did, does he mean 
that the employer must always sub- 
mit to the demands of strikers? The 
News Letter does not approve of any 
attempt to withhold from laboring 
mien, union or nom-union, the right 
to strike if they so desire. We are 
only concerned in the fact that, by 
striking, they injure ir cause more 
than they benéfit it. No employer 
can be justly prevented from em- 
ployifig whatever help it pleases him 
to offer and pay wages to. Anhd no 
labor tinion can justly attempt to 
damage his prceperty or prevent him 
from employing that help. The 
trouble ig that labor unions seem to 
have the idea that they are Aivinely 
empowered to rule the employer, and 
that the latter must in al]! things con- 
form to labor’s demands, whether just 
or unjust. This mistake must be cor- 
rected before labor and capital. can 
ever reach the point where they will 
pull together. Arbitration is the right 
means, but then labor reserves for it- 
self the right to the best side of the 
award, denying that capital has an 
equal right to receive equa) benefits 
from the awards of arbitration, and 
denies that it should bear equa} re- 
sponsibility for living up to its obli- 
gations assumed as a result of the ar- 
bitration.

Grand Canyon a Geological 
Parador. 


Prospectors Prepare for a 
Risky Search. 

To Seek Copper on Diamond 
Canyon Precipice. 


[@pecial Correspondence of The Times.) 

PRESCOTT (Ariz.) Nov: 238.— 
Among geologists, miners and pros- 
pectors alike, the Grand Canyon is a 
marvel, not only for its scenic attrac- 
tions, but also because, although it 
scores the face of nature a full mile 
deep, or below the deepest level of 
any Arizona workings, it still has 
failed. to be productive of any really 
great. mines... .. | 

Samples: of almost every known 
mineral have been brought up from 
the depths of the canyon. All sorts of 
extraordinary minerals have been dug 
out near the slate on top of the mas- 
sive syehite base. Near Lee's Ferry 
Placer gold has been dug; farther 
down, at the Grand’ View trail, are 
pockets uf rich copper; below El Tovar 
are several tremendous ledges of low- 
grade sulphide copper and of barren 
pyrites of iron; at the Bass trail have 
been found asbestos and mica, and on 
the farther wall of the syenite is an 
enormous -sulphuretic copper “tedge 
fully 125 feet im width that pdsses 
below the river level. It is nearly 
a horizontal quartz ledge, and its 
ramifications can be traced along the 
black granite for fully half a mile. 
Below this the canyon has hardly been 
Prospected, for it boxes rather ab- 
ruptly and most explorers have been 
giad to get through with their lives. 

In Southeastern Nevada, a short 
distance above the Colorado, in the 
Virgin Valley, are great deposits of 
salt that stretch over into Utah. But 
whatever the mineral resources, they 
are yet in the undeveloped stage.

A.: It is a pleasing task you set 
before the writer, and we wish you 
success in your wished for cabinet. 

Actinolite represents those varicties 
of hornblende that are fibrous and 
giasey, and this has been sudivided 
into glassy, asbestiform, and granular 
actinolite. Glassy actinolite includes 
the brilliant-green bladed crystals,’ 
and those of columnar forms with 
pearly or’ vitreous luster. The 
erystailized, long, slender prisms are 
easily broken. The fibrous crystal- 
lizations of a green or grceenish-gray 
color, disposed in wedge-shaped 
masses Or in radii, sometimes promis- 
cuously aggregated, are often termed 
asbestiform actinolite. Granular ac- 
tinolite includes such grass-green 
rieties as jhave a granular composi- 
tion. The green color is owing to a 
small quantity of iron atid chromium.”

A.: Perhaps the quoted mat*er fol- 
lowing. from Attfield, may ald you: 
“These relations may be so expressed 
as to include both elementary and 
compound gases and pors; thus, 
molecular weights and s fic weights 
are identical. Molecular weights rep- 
resent two volumes of @ gas; #spe- 
cific gravity conventionally repre- 
sents the relative weight of a gas com- 
pared with qne volume of hydrogen, 
or air; hence the specific gravity of a 
gas or vapor on the hydrogen scale 
is found by calculation on simply di- 
viding the molecular weight by 2; on 
the air scale by dividing the hydrogen 


by 14.44. The specific gravity of any, 


gas or vapor may therefore be cal- 
eulated if the following data are at 
hand: (a) formula, (b) atomic weight 
of constituent elements; these give 
the molecular weight, and the molecu- 
jar weight divided by 2 isthe specific 
gravity on the hydrogen scale. Sp. gr. 
on the air scale is then deducible, if 
(ce) the sp. gr. of air (14.44) in rela- 
tion to hydrogen be remembered.

ROADS GROAN 
UNDER LOADS, 


Burden of Trucks. 


Roads Can Stand, 
Problem Is Brought by 
Engineer Joyner. 

Announcements that the New York 
Commissioner of Highways has ruled 
that in future vehicles and their loads 
must not exceed fourteen tons when 
traversing the highways of that State, 
revive interest in proposals made from 
time to time looking toward legisla- 
tion controlling weight of loads and 
width of tire as a means of protect- 
ing our new roads in Los Angeles 
county. 
Auoists generally favor such regula- 
tions, either by statute or by super- 
visorial ordinances. Tax payers, as 
a rule, warmly demand some pro- 
vision against _repeated bullding of 
the same highways at unending cost. 

Merchants and traffic movers, on 
the other hand, believe that roads 
are made for use, and assert 
their right to use highways to the 
best advantage, whether in light ve- 
hicles or ponderous trucka 

Tt must be apparent that nefther 
bridge foundations nor beam stresses 
in structures erected a few years ago 
were calculated to bear the great 
weights now movable on our improved 
highways by means of heavy motors 
Such structures must, of themselves, 
impose a limit upon the freighter, un- 
leas he chooses to risk his load, de- 


pending upon his right to damages 
from the county in case of accident.

Regarding the ability of the new

concrete, or some more substantial 
material.

construction to meet the requirements. 
To restrict growth to our road ca 
pacity is going at the problem back- 
wards. Let us find the best practica- 
ble vehicles, and then build our roads 
to carry them, 
IMPROVING ROADS. 
“We can increase our macadam 


| pavements by two inches and 


much strength, if required. Or we 
can build direct five-inch concrete 
roadways. Five-inch concrete is 
cheaper than eight-inch’  macadam 
and much stronger. Concrete has 
tensile strength, which macadam 
lacks, and greater com pression 
strength than macadam. We can even 
lay the five inches of concrete on top 
of our present macadam, and have 
roads capable of enduring all con- 
ceivable traffic. 

“T cannot see why five-inch con- 
crete pavement, properly constructed, 
should not alone bear loads of 1000 
pounds per linear inch of tire, and 
this load is beyond any yet placed on 
our higthways. 

“Let commercial men. determine the 
proper machines for their business re- 
quirements, and then let the road 
builders provide roads suited to them.” 

“By Heck, they ought to get busy 
right away, then,” says a skeptical 
farmer, who assimilates few Utopian 
ideas, but fraternises with ruts and 
taxes.
